Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 2, drawn to device that senses relative movement with vacuum 
seal, classified in class 73, subclass 838. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to device that senses relative movement with suction cup, 
classified in class 73, subclass 831 . 

III. Claim 4, drawn to device to sense relative movement with LVDT, 
classified in class 324, subclass 226. 

IV. Claims 6-1 3, drawn to device to sense relative movement with vacuum 
cylinder attached to vacuum assisted attachment, classified in class 73, 
subclass 837. i 

Claims 1,5 link l-IV, and will be examined with any of those elected 
groups. 

v. Claims 14-22, drawn to method to determine a defect within a core 
composite, classified in class 73, subclass 802. 

Inventions V and l-IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
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806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used to test any article by applying 
tension and/or compression (e.g. a pull test on a film). 

Inventions III and I, II, IV are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations 
of the subcombination are not in the combination. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as devices that employ displacement measurements with either a variable 
resistance or variable capacitive type sensor. 

Inventions IV and 1, 1 1 are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations of I, II are not in IV. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as device that employs a positive 
pressure type device to induce attachment movement. 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
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that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations of I are not in II. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as a device to test by attaching the 
attaching device to an item of interest by a solid tip probe. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each group is different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
